London, March l.-r-With the big guns still sending their hail 


of projectiles into the Turkish fortifications on both sides of | 
the Dardanelles, with aeroplanes darting hither and thither 
above the land where the legions of Xerxes and Alexander 
once massed for invasions of Europe and with mine sweepers 
clearing the channel of death dealing explosives the great al- 
lied fleet yesterday continued its slow .pounding toward the 
Ottoman capital. 


A dispatch late last night from Athens says the Allies have 


disembarked detachments of artillery near the forts already 
destroyed and that British and French flags are now.flying 
over them.

"The fleet continued a bombardment of the inner forts yes- 


terday afternoon," the dispatch continues. "A powder maga- 
zine was blown up. 
There were numerous victims. 
The 


fleet has reached as far as the lighthouse near Fort Kilid Bahr. 
The forts on the European side have been reduced to silence. 
Mine sweeping operations-continue. 


"There are 50,000 Turks on the European side and 15,000 


on the Asiatic side." 


There is little expectation here that the fight for the straits 


can be brought to aspeedy end. Naval and engineer observers 
say the war ships now are facing the hardest part of the prob- 
lem. The strongest forts in the Constantinople defenijye 
chain are ahead of the attacking force. While none of the«ei 
forts is equipped with guns equal in range to some mounted 
by the dreadnoughts in the bombarding fleet, yet, say author- 
ities, they have a certain advantage in their land position' and 
in their control of almost continuous mine areas. 


Interest in Great Britain yesterday largely centred on the 


news that the Queen Elizabeth and her enormous 15-inch 
guns are in action against the Dardanelles fortresses. 
The 


fact Chat the Queen Elizabeth is in commission suggests that 
her four sister ships, all of which were laid down within a few 
weeks of each other, either are in the fighting line or are ready 
to join it. These five ships are considered the greatest fighting 
machines in the world, and besides being heavily armored are 
almost as fast as tattle cruisers. Although their speed i* given 
as twenty-five knots, the Queen Elizabeth made twenty-eight 
knots in her trials, and she may exceed that.
